points raised. It is believed that 
tN unanimous agreement is still 
possible, but information is re- 
quired which will take more than 
a few hours to collect. 

Adjournment, 

It is understood that during 
to-day’s long discussions dele- 
gates found some problems aris- 
ing which some of the Govern- 
ments represented required to 
consider further before commit- 
ting themselves to any definite 
attitude. Consequently the Con- 
ference will to-morrow adjourn 
arranging to resume at a later 
date, possibly at Geneva or, if 
more convenient, some other con- 
tinental centre. The adjourn- 
ment is not likely to be of a ‘ong 
duration, because all four Powers 
are agreed at least upon the-ur- 
gency of the Danubian problem, 

Meanwhile the Governments

NOBODY LOVES THE SAILOR 


(By T:M.G.) 


We are supposed to be a sea- 
‘faring nation. | In fact, we are 
the greatest 
that ever was, and it is necesuary 
that we should retain our posi- 
tion. We own more, tonnage 
than all the other nations put to- 
gether or we do not; it does not 
really matter. And, of course, 
we rule the waves. fee 

There are lots of other familiar 

phrases one could cite to prove 
that we are a dyed-in-the-wool, 
true-blue seafaring nation, but 
one would ‘not think so judging 
by our newspapers. Of course, 
we have newspapers entirely de- 
voted to ships and shipping, the 
term newspapers being taken to 
include weekX¥es and monthlies, 
‘but these are concerned entirely 
with the technical side of the 
business. Occasionally a note of 
romance may creep into the 
columns,.of one or the other, but 
‘even then it is generally a cro- 
eodile tear for some old sailing 
ship. - : 
"Now, the title of this may be 
a little misleading, for even in 
these unromantic days plenty of 
people (in addition to mothers 
and wives) still fove the sailer, 
but it has been chosen for lack 
of a better one to express the 
opinion that so far as the gen- 
eral public ‘is concerned the sail. 
or is nothing. to them. So it. is 
with ships and the sea. Let a 
ship sink with all hands — that 
is news, Even if she sinks with- 
out loss of life it is good front 
page stuff. 

All this, of course, is no re- 
flection on editors of news- 
papers. In these days when the 
late edition each evening con- 
tains a front page feature with 
large and lavish headings an- 
nouncing the discovery of an- 
other brutal murder it is not to 
be wondered at. The public 
want that kind of stuff, and the 
editors know it. Quite recently a 
passenger liner shipped a sea 
which, charging down the work- 
ing alleyway, knocked over a 
number of pagsengers,: one of 
whom most unfortunately died 
of her injuries. The local papers 
screamed the news; the London 
evening papers made quite as 
much of it, although (to offer a 
purely personal opinion) it is 
doubtful if their readers took 
much interest in it beyond the 
interest they take in anything 
that is sensational. 

On reading these accounts 
several things occurred to me. 
Firstly, that to a sailor the des- 
eription of the incident, conveyed 
nothing, © It was impossible to 
tell exactly what had happened; 
the words simply did not con- 
jure up the scene. Secondly, the 
language and terms used were 
those of the veriest landlubbers. 
In one paper the master of the 
ship is quoted. All that need be 
said is that either his remarks 
were pure invention or. the re- 
porter put them into his own lan. 
guage. No snilor ever said what 
the master is alleged to have 
said, or if he did he used other 
words. According to the various 
papers the sea came aboard any- 
where from “right over the 
stern” to “broadside on’ — you 


pay your pennies and take your. 


‘choice, writes T.M.G. 
Nautical Magazine, ' 
It may - be a small point in 
its way, but all indicates the 
fact that even the responsible 
‘papers — and we are concerned 
only, with. responsible , papera 
there — evidently do not carry a 
man who js capable of writing up 
sea stuff when they get it, even 
prominent front page stuff. There 
‘ia. a man (or men) for football, 
“Rugby, ‘cricke,, or any other 
‘sport. ‘One man may do several 
lines, but he must know . some-

disaster; great or small occurs. 
And when .that happen, the 
everyday reporter, a very “able 
man who is by no means to blame, 
has .to make the best of it. 

It is my duty os well as my 
misfortune, to go through about 
half -a- dozen moming and 
evening papers every day, and 
something over a hundred weak- 
lies each week. In them I see re- 
gular feitures about everything 
under the sun, but never by any 
chance a smell of the sea, One 
does not expect a small country 
weekly, circulating in the middle 
of an agricultural district, to de- 
vote part of its limited space to 
seafaring matters. It’ may (as 
| happéna here and there) have a 
column of notes pompously head- 
ed ‘‘Our London Letter’ but that 
is the editor’s business. 

Take those papers, though, 
which are published in towns 
with harbours and sea connec- 
tion and you still find them silent. 
A column on bridge, and a sec- 
tion devoted to motor notes; yes, 
but these ‘are syndicated, cost, 
little, and fill up space without 
trouble. In addition to which 
they cause no comment, no rais- 
ed evebrows, even. if they ara 
ignored, Bridge is ‘bridge, even 
if one does not play it; and motor 
cars, anyone can own a car now- 
adays, even if one doesn’t, But

however, and, consider the na- 
|.tional newspapers, that 
London hewspapers which think 
, they cover the whole country, 
and the leading provincial news- 
‘papers, Is it too much to expect 
them to make some little effort 
to give ships and sailors a show? 
A column once a week; half a 
column once a week. When they 
think the occasion demands _ it 
they tell us plainiy enough that 


‘we are an island nation, that. we: 


live by the sea, and that our very 
life depends on our supremacy 
in that direction. Do they think 
these ‘isolated outbursts do any- 
thing to drive the fact home? 
Their advertisement . people 
preach that continuous appeal, 
even with small spaces, is what 
educates the public. The editor- 
ial side, knowing this quite well, 
might take it to heart. 

On a.number of occasions 1 
have asked editors and chief re- 
porters why, they did not run a 


weekly feature on. shipping: not. 


new tonnage, but shipping enter. 
ing and leaving the port on trad- 
ing voyages. I have told them 


that the harbours teem with real 


interest stories waiting for the 
man with the patience to extract 
them and the skill to write them 
up. They agreed with me quite 
frankly, but with equal franknesa 
said that they could not spare 
anybody for this. Nor, appar. 
ently, do they think it worth 
while to try to find an outsider 
(one not on their staff) to do it. 
In plain words, they know there 
are good notes and stories to be 
had, and the’ only reason .why 
they, don’t go after them is 
that they also know the public 
has no interest ‘in. them. 
Editors, certainly . the editors 
of responsible papers, Know their 
jobs ‘and know the’ public ‘aste.

ALIMONY WIVES,
